[The fnllowlncf Tiocm was written in commemo- 
ratinn of the Ballaiafc Riots and of tho Eureka 
Massacre. The massacre took place on Sunday 
mornin", the 4tli December 1854, at the Eureka 
Stockade, Ballarat. Many New Zealand miners 
will no donbt remember the harsh treatment 
Victorian gold-seekers of those early times suf- 
fered from the Government of that period j how 
men not having licences were hunted like wild 
beasts by armed troopers ; how, when captured, 
they were driven in like dangerous cattle to the 
campr^nd chained to logs like felons of the 
vilestS^mp ; and how, after remaining in that 
terrible condition often for twenty-fo^ir hours, 
‘they were tried by a Warden (or Commissioner, 
as that officer was then stvled), and a heavy fine 
was indicted on them. This state of things at 
last eventuated in the Ballarat Riots. Tho dis- 
turbances were quelled by the soldiery and the 
constabulary, but not until twenty- five human 
victims— fellow-countrymen— had been sacrificed 
upon the altar of despotism ! Here, happily, 
the digger has been treated as a man, and nearly 
as much consideration has been shown for his 
feelings and comfort as for those of a squatter 
or any other member of the community.]

American River Steamers.

A writev in the ‘ People’s M!ag<azine ’ aavs : 
— Let Tue try to describe the St. John, avhicli 
plies on the Hnclson. It is 417 feet long, 80 
feet wide, and has tliree decks. It is larger 
than tho largest ocean Cunard steamship. 
Its saloons are furnished as sumptuously as 
any drawing-room, having prints, expensive 
photographs, stereoscopes, on the tables* 
It has bedroom accommodation for fiOO per- 
sons, and will carry, they say, 3000, One 
saloon, surrounded with cabins, that T looked 
Into, wiw .about 150 feet long, 20 feet high, 
and lit with magnificent clustered gas chan- 
deliers. Tho clinhig-roonls are elabovately 
provided with everything seen in a first- class 
iiofcol. Crowds of civil negroes, in spotless 
white jacliots, wait at tho tables, which are 
ornamented with artificial flowers. There 
arc, of course, extensive kitchens, cellars, 
.and ice houses. Ornamental fountains or 
tans of iced water are dispensed throngti the 
ship. There are bars, where you can order 
any kind of drink you please, hairdressers’ 
shops, bookstalls, &c., in these vessels. 
Largo mirrors, soft-piled carnets, the most 
exquisite cleanliness (even tho door of tho 
wa.s of avhite panel, avith white 
chi Kan dies, and quite clean), entirely rc- 
Piove the idea of your being on board a 
river steamer. Obhcrappliance.sfor comfort 
and convenience are perfect. The washing 
apparatus is as good as that in a London 
cluUliouso. Smoking is strictly prohibited, 
except in certain portions of the ship. The 
Arrangements for tickets, baggage, &c., are 
Admirable. There is no noise or bustle, I 
•ascended the Hudson to Albany in one of 
these floating hotels. Tlio pace at which 
thev move tliroiigh tho water is prodigious. 
With the tide, the one I was 'in would go 
25 miles an hour. 



The German Return Home. 

The * Scotsman’- gives a translation as fol- 
lows of a letter from a Prussian Landwehr 
officer to a relative in Edinburgh : — 

^‘Berlin, April 6, 1871. 

I wish yolt had been able to cast s look, 
on the morning of March the 21st, upon the 
large square close to the little manufacturing 
town of Burkan, by Madgeburg. There, to 
use the correct technical expression, the 
battalion, having arrived duly by mail, was 
to be disembarked (avL^geschifft). Strange to 
say, the city of Madgeburg had decided 
against any official reception of the battalion 
which bears the city’s name ; but the recep-^ 
tion on the part of the population was all the 
more hearty and intensely joyous. From the 
earliest dawn of day tho square was crowded 
with people, chiefly women and children. 
Tliey had all wreaths of flowers in their 
hands, and they all peered impatiently into 
the dim afar, waiting restlessly for the ar- 
rivrl of the train which bore so precious a 
burden. At last, at Lost, — four hours after 
the appointed time, the engine, festooned 
with garlands, comes up snorting and steam- 
ing. With the loud and glad and triumphant 
strains of our military band, there mingled 
the joyful acclamations, repeated again and 
again, of the assembled multitude. After 
eight months of danger and privation they 
retum, those brave, sturdy fellows, with their 
Weatlierburnt faces ; after long and anxious 
watching and waiting they return to the em- 
braces of their dear ones. There they stand, 
as proud and happy as possible ; many a one 
bolds his child With one vigorous arm, while 
the other clasps the waist of his radiantly 
joyous young wife. Oh ! the Unuttci-able 
bliss, the rapt enchantment of tliese meet- 
ings 1 But here stands a Weeping mother : 
two well-beloved sons went forth from her 
homestead ; one only returns to the mother 
who bore him. And here stands a pale young 
wife, attired in black, two cliUbby-faced little 
boys by her side ; she lias coiUe oUt with the 
merry throng to welcome her brother home ; 
her husband, alas, sleeps the sleep that knows 
no waking under the blood-red soil of France. 
TJie soldi el’s crowd aaound the moUrHers and 
tell them how braVe, how good their fellow- 
coiiirade was ; how, when ho sank on the 
ground to die, with his heart’s blood oozing 
from a deadly wound, liis faltering lips feebly 
whispered the names of his wife, of his child- 
ren ; and how a smile, happy and innocent 
as that of a little child, lit Up his pallid fea- 
tures. 

“ Madgeburg — so strangely inhospitable on 
this occasion — was filled, even to overflowing, 
with French prisoners, and our men were to 
be billeted on the farmers all around. But 
the loving wives would not let their newly- 
returned husbands go away by themselves, so 
they accompanied us en masse. It was a most 
marvellous marching order, 1 assure you : the 
graceful, slander female figures side by side 
with the broad-shouldered, bearded, and 
burly men, trampling along gleefully, and in 
wild exuberance, some of the fair sox actually 
bore along the heavy kapsack or noedle-gun 
of their well-beloved husbands. 

“We all got into jolly good quarters out 
in the country. I Stayed with a prosperous 
farmer, and Was lodged in a large and scru- 
pulously clean room. My cheerful and good- 
humoured host has done his best to make my 
fii*st home quarters right comfortable. A 
laurel wreath is placed along the edge of my 
plate, the bottle of good Rhenish Wine is 
festooned with laurel, and oven the enormous 
roast fowl which is served up in lionor of the 
occasion, ^ squats,’ as it were, on a heap of 
laurel leaves. And now the evening lias 
deepened into night. The sky is glorious 
with stars, and the warm and balmy spring 
air comes pouring in at the open window. 
From afar off there comes a sound of mirth 
and music. The old patriotic songs resound ; 
but, lo, as I listen, gentle, tremulous female 
voices mingle sweetly with tho deep chested 
tones I knew and loved so well, and right 
overhead the great German flag is rustling 
pleasantly in the midnight brccj5C. Involun- 
tarily I fold my hands, and breath forth all 
unspoken but heartfelt prayer of praise and 
thanksgiving. Yes, we arc once moro in the 
dear, tho beloved German Fatherland— 
home, again, home. Glory to God in the 
highest 1 

“On the following day the 
(literally, undressing) commenced. On the 
first clay the guns and Swords were given np ; 
next day the cartridges, knapsacks, uniforms, 
Ac. The whole thing is done in capital 
order, company by company marching up 
and laying down tlioir accoutrements. Al- 
ready the men ore dressed in their eveiyday 
garb ; one wears the long smolcc-frock of the 
farmer, another the artisan’s blonSo, a third 
the well-to-do citizen’s broadcloth and fine 
linen. And so away to the last act of duty, 
Tho men form into a square \ we officers 
stand in the centre, * Farewell, mon of tho 



Garde Landwehr,’ said tho commanding 
officer. * A good soldier will also be a good 
citizen, ^are-ye-well I You are dismissed to 
■your homes.’ A tlmndering for the 

! German Emperor follows, then a lloch for 
the commander, and Hochn for all the officers 
of the battalion. Hitherto the discipline 
had not been loosened for a second, but now 
the ranks break up, and all rush about in 
wild confusion ; every soldier is anxious to 
grasp his officer’s hand once more, and to 
exchange a kindly farewell. * Good-byo, 
my boys I Good-bye ! Good-bye I We have 
passed through many a trying hour together. 
Think of all those days and nights of tho 
fighting before Strasburg and before Paris. 
Think of oUr marches oVer wide plains 
covered with snow, over hill and dale. 
Think of the brave comrades for whom we 
have dug quiet gi*avcs in far off Franco. In 
ovr recollections we shall be inseparably con’ 
nected. Bretlioreii in arms ( Waj}h\i nuki') 
fare-ye-well, fare-ye-well [’ And thus the 
second battalion of the Second Garde Land- 
welir regiment was disbanded, and its com- 
ponent parts scatttered to all points of the 
compass. The officers met for the last time 
at a little farewell banquet ; then, with a 
hearty shake of the hand, they, too, parted 
and every one of us sped quickly towards his 
own home,” 



Philosopliy of Advertising. 

— 0 — 

What is the use of advertising ? An cner 
getic contemporary says this question is not 
put personally as a premonitory shot, indi- 
cating a coming appeal to advertisers. The 
query sbinds out upon its merits ; and, 
leaving the interest of this journal out of 
sight for the time, it may be worth while 
asking- What is the use of advertising? 
Til at people do advertise is not altogether a 
satisfactory way of proving that adveidising 
is of value, because many enterprises are 
entered upon experimentally, and without a 
deal’ idea of the result. Some advertise to 
tiy such an experiment. If it succeeds, ad- 
vertising does not always obtain the credit 
of such success whereas a failure is invariably 
looked lipon as a proof that advertising is of 
little or no value. Of course, tlie method or 
system of advertising comes in for no share 
of the blame, although in the majority of 
instances the want of success is clearly trace- 
able to a mistaken metliod of aiming at pub- 
licity. The answer to the question, Wliat 
is the use of advertising? must, therefore, 
be qualified by the method of advertising 
contemplated ; for the issue will be failure or 
success, according to the system pursued. 
This solution is from its nature necessarily 
vague, and means little more tlian that, if 
advertising is done properly, it is more likely 
to prove successful than not. To make tlie 
answer more practical, we will say that no 
one who is not prepared to advertise 
thoroughly and well should make tlie at- 
te^npt. To advorbiae in a petty, tentative 
way, is to w^asto money. “ In for a penny, 
in for a pound,” is the motto of advertising, 
and a few moments’ consideration cannot fail 
to show the re-oson for this. The race for 
public favour now-ordays leaves tlie trades- 
man no tiption. He must go round tlie 
world. He must pluckily place In m self on 
a level \vith his competitors or be snufied 
out altogether- Be his goods as excellent as 
they may, there are so many candidates for 
patronage that modest merit has no chance 
unless assisted into notoriety. WJien once 
acknowledged by public esteem articles of 
reliable qualiiy will i]i variably secure tho 
same preference, although it is often found 
in practice that public f.avour is fickle and 
that attention reipiires to be kept alive by 
judicious remindings. We use this word 
advisedly in lieu of tho Jtiorc significant term 
“puffing,” which is a lower branch of the 
art of advertising. There are those who can 
see no differ cnee between puffing and adver- 
tising ; but wc venture to thinlc that there is 
herein all the difference bchvecii lying and 
tolling the truth. The next point for con- 
sideration is the cost of advertising, ami we 
will not Venture to liidc tlie fact that, to . ad- 
vertise properly, must ever ho an expensive 
process as far a.s first outlay is concerned, 
though hardly so wlicn the results are taken 
into account. It is iiotorious that thousands 
of pmnida Lave been spent in introducing 
the most trifling articles into notice. The 
advertiser loiiks, not to tlie value of the 
article advertised, but to the extent of the 
demand likely to bo created for it. Take an 
ounce package of toh-acco, for instance ; it 
might appear absurd to expend £500 in ad- 
vertising packages of tobacco selling at fnUr- 
pence each, but £500 so laid out winild be 
very badly expended if it did not lead to the 
sale of at Icjist a million packages, A million 
packages at fourpence eacli amount to nearly 
£17,000 ! Those figures appe,ar large, but 
they arc rather within the mark ihaii boyond 
it. The enormous totals represented by tlic 
business of the inanafactitrcrs of cheap but 
popular articles .arc almost falmtmm. In 
conchtsion, there cannot bo a doubt of tlic 
value of advcrti.sing. tt may be minced to 
a matter of calculation— a tiuigihle illustra- 
tion of the law of averages. This muchliow- 
ever must be conceded — that to advertise 
profitably, there must be nofaintlic:H'tcrlness, 
no dipping in or doing it by fits and starts. 
The advcrtisel' must plunge in boldly, and 
make nia iJiicco^A thf» certain reward of his 
own Gmu‘iig<. 



The Causes of Dipsomania.

A correspondent of the Aastmlauhtn thus 
accounts for the too general and abnormal 
appetite for intoxication : — The whole, some 
body craves wholesomo food, the unhealthy 
body food similar to itself, but wliich may, 
nevertheless, be henciicial to it. Eating and 
drinking are in the healthy an effort of 
nature to supply a normal deficiency, while 
in tho unhealthy they are a similar effort to 
supply an abnormal deficiency* And, coii- 
soqumtly, the meirns taken to do so aro of an 
abnormal clmractcr. The close analogy be- 
tween the body and tho mind cannot but 
suggest itself liore. The strong healthy min d 
delights in food which adds to its health and 
stvcjigth, the ^lBpra^'ed mind in trash which 
but increases its depravity ; each being at- 
tracted by that which is congenial to itself. 
But why do botli body and mind tlius crave 
ingredients which apparently feed disease? 
T hazard this answer. Because, perliap,^,. 
nature acts on the homceopathic axiom, 
caran hir — on the principle 
that two evils wdll prove iiuitvially destruc- 
tive. What, then, is the condition of body 
wluch gives birth to dipsomania? Whence 
proceeds this insatiable craving for intoxi- 
cants ? In my opinion, from a lack of vital 
force or energy ; or if tliat phrase be objected 
to, the force by which the atoms of the body 
act and re- act on one another, and in the ag. 
gregate on tlie external world. This weak- 
ness may arise either from some giuvc or- 
ganic deficiency, in which case cure will bo 
very difficult, because, even if stimulants 
were removed, it would manifest itself in 
some other form, perhaps eq^ially bad ; or it 
may arise as it most commonly dues, from 
over exeiHion, either of body or mind. A 
limn toils to the point of absolute prosfciation , 
and becomes conscious of a very painful feel- 
ing accordingly, to remove which he has 
recourse to intoxicating drink, which, indeed, 
is tJie only tiling that can give liim immedi- 
ate relief, and therein nature in her prompt- 
ing does not lie. It is clear that a given in- 
dividual can eat but a limited amount of 
food, the quantity of course being vu liable. 
It is equally clear that if in his daily avoca- 
tions he employs jnore force tlian his daily 
food supplies, the tissues of the body will be 
drawn upon, and emaciation must ensue. 

I am quite aware that some men will do moro 
Avork on one pound of meat than others on 
two, bnt this fact does not- at all affect tho 
argument. When a man works, then, to 
such an extent as to consume more force 
than he derives from what lie can cat, he is 
on the verge of the precipice of drniikeimess, 
down Avhidi tliouaauda in my opinion have 
been Inirled from no other earthly cause. 
He feels tliat oi'dinary food is too slow in its 
operation to enable him to keep up the ex. 
penditure of energy he is called upon to 
make; and both to maintain the steam at 
high pressure point, and to remove the pain- 
ful feeling of exhaustio]i, the assistance of 
drink ia invoked. It is the same witl\ brain- 
work as with manual labor. Every tlmught 
destroys a portion of the brain- tissue, wliich 
must be replaced by nourishing diet and 
sleep, else madness, or some serious nciTous 
disorder, soon supervenes. I think there 
are few W'ho haA’^e not experienced the dilli- 
culty of thinking deeply, and wlio luvvc not 
felt that the excitement tliercby produced 
was very weakening. It is not v. itliont an 
object that I liave dwelt on the intimate con- 
nection which, in my oinnion, exists betAAxen 
overwork and drunkenness ; and I cannot 
but Avonclcr that it has never occuiTcd to any 
of our wise men that if the Anglo-Saxons arc 
the hardest drinking, they arc al.io the 
hardest Avorlviiig people cm tho face ofrtliu 
globe. Lot the comfortable, lespectAblcj 
people change places for a time with their 
less highly -favored brethren, the objects nf 
their virtuous homilies and rebukes— lob 
them try coitrsc of hard labor with insuf-

CROMWELL: TUESDAY, AUGUST I, 



The General Assembly will meet for the 
despatch of business on tho 1 4th of this 
mouth. ** Coming events cast their shadows 
before,” — and it h conceded on all hands 
tliab the coming Session is big with events 
of extraoixlinary importance. Tho last 
Session of tho Assembly was remarkable 
enough, being rendered so by the pro- 
pounding of Mr VogeFs great scheme of 
liorrovving large sums- of money for the 
carrying out of gigantic public works, and 
for other Colonial purposes. This Session 
will be, so to speak, tho complement of 
the last. During the recess Mr Vogel has 
not allowed the “grass to grow under his 
feet.” If ever a Colonial politician made 
good use of his time, Julius Vogel has 
done so. He has travelled, we miglit al- 
most say, all over America and England, 
in owler to carry to a successful issue the 
schemes of which he was the avowed origi- 
nator, and w'G are bound to admit that he 
has achieved an amount of success which 
many very well-informed persons hardly 
ventured to anticipate, Mr Vogel has 
proved that he is possessed of tlio sterling 
qualities of pluck, perseverance, and finan- 
cial sagacity. He is, undoubtedly, the 
strong man of the ])resent Ministry, — and 
they may well bo proud of him. Mr Fox 
solus would long ago liave come to grief 
Imd it not been for tlie versatile and vigi- 
lant Vogel, and the indefatigable Colonial 
Secretary, Mr Gisborne. We shall not 
jbe at all surprised, therefore, if Julius 
Vogel receives quite an “ovation” upon 
his return to these shores j and probably 
the Wellington Brass Band will be specially 
retained for the occasion to play “ See the 
Conquering Hero Comes,” along Lamb ton 
Quay— while the imperturbablo J ulius will 
he half-stifled by the caresses of his idola- 
trous colleagues. — Tlierc is nothing so 
satisfiictory us success ; it is deemed a 
justification for any amount of reckless- 
ness, or any quantity of daring. Mr 
Vogel has seciU'Dcl just that degree of suc- 
cess which will enable him to meet the 
House of Representatives with a very 
plausible statement as ' to the results of 
his mission. Wo question, however, 
whether the Financial Statement will prove 
as satisfactory to the House and to tho 
Colony ait largo as could bo desired. It is 
rumoured that there i.s a large deficit ; and 
that the Colonial Treasurer's estiniateB of 
revenue were greatly overdrawn. How- 
ever, we do not wish to emulate those 
birds of prey which “ scent the carrion 
from afar;” in duo time the real state of 
the Trca.su ry will be known. 

Ministers, however, will not have it 
“all tlieir own way.” Tlie last general 
election resulted in a remarkable change 
in the 2 )ej^sonncl of the House of Represen- 
tatives. The ballot-box did a most salu- 
tary work. And tbf)ugh Ministers have 
by (hat pi'oce-HS got rid of some of Ibeir old | 



foes, there is little doubt that some of the 
“ new blood” will prove quite as trouble- 
some, — and perhaps far more turbulent, — 
as that of some of the “ old stagci’s” who 
have been relegated to private life. True, 
Mr J, C. Richmond has not got a seat in 
tho House ; but . Messrs Stafford, Hall, 
Rolleston, and Fitilierbert, together with 
a large number of able men of their party, 
are ready to challenge every act of the 
Ministry, and to do battle for righf. 
The members for tliis Province,— v.r6m the 
Superintendent downwards (if we may use 
such a graduated phrase), — have a grave 
responsibility to discharge. In fact, it 
rests with the membera from Canterbury 
and Otago to “ moderate ” in tho General 
Assembly, and check that blind fervour 
and selfishness for which North Island 
Members and North Island Ministries 
have acquired an unenviable reputatior* 
Taking Mr Macandrew and- Mr Rolleston 
as “ representativG men,” we trust they 
and the membera from tlieir several Pro- 
vinces will approach the labours of the 
Session with a patnotic determination to 
do the riglit thing in the best possible 
manner, — approved not only now but by 
posteriti/. We hope to see an attempt at 
true statemfinship ; and an abandonment 
of those petty .schemes and “ Parish Vestry 
devices” which liave marred so many pre- 
vious Sessions, and been so costly to the 
Country. 

As to our local i-epresentative in the 
New Zealand Parliament, we scarcely 
know what to say, — what to hope, or what 
to fear. If Mr Sliepherd is industrious 
and honest, that is all we can expect fiom 
him ; — he will never be brillisnit,— ^nor do 
we anticipate that he will ever exert 
much personal inliiience. He has no 
power as a debater. It is certain that the 
great question of Water SupjJy will have 
to be dealt with. Mr Haughton will be 
the great authority, we presume, in that 
matter ; biit it will be Mr Shepherd’s 
duty, and the duty of the Ministry, to see 
that the claims of this district are ade- 
quately provided for. Vigilance must be 
exercised to see that the vote is equitably 
and wisely distributed. The amendment 
of the Goldfields Act, and the Laud Laws, 
and the promotion of bona Jlde settlement, 
and the pix) vision of adequate Com- 
monage in localities at present destitute 
thei-eof, are mattei-s of the greatest impor- 
tance, We hope to sec Mr Donald Reid and 
many other Otago members take definite 
and progressive action in these matter.^. 
The Country expects something good from 
these “Liberal Membera,” and we trust 
an expectant people will not be disap- 
pointed. 



The polling for the election of n Coun- 
cillor for Kawarau YVard took place to- day, and 
resulted as follows W. Shaoly, 32 ; M. Con- 
nellan, 13. Mr SLanly was declared duly elected.

THE MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS. 

— 0 — 

NOMIXATIOX OF COUXCILLORS, 

Tho iiomiiiatioii of candidates to fill tKo 
vacancies caused by the retirement nf Conn- 
cillora Whetter and Dagg, took place in tho 
'Council Cliainborat noon on Tluirsday last, — 
tho Mayor (Mr Smitham) presiding. 

Tlie nominatian papers woro read by tho 
Town Clerk, as follow : — 

llRTDCfE Ward. — Mr Michael Fracr, pro- 
posed by Mr G. W. Goodgor and seconded 
by Mr J. Harding. 

Kawarau Ward. — S ir Win. Shanly, pro- 
posed by Mr E. Lindsay and seconded by Mr 
R. Kidd, Mr Michael Coniiellan, proposed 
by Mr W. H. Whetter and seconded by Mr 
W. J. Barry. 

Mr Fnicr being the only candidate brought 
forward for the ropresoutation of Bridge 
Wanl, tho Mayor declared him to be duly 
elected, 

JVIr Shanly was then called upon to address 
the ratepayers. He said that, if raturnod for 
Kawiirau Ward, lie would to the boat of his 
ability endeavour to promote tho welfare of 
tho town of Cromwell, and would be happy 
to co-operate with the Mayor and the other 
Councillors in working out any scheme that 
would tend to the general advancement of the 
district. If a better man than himself could 
be found to represent the ratepayers in tho 
Council, ho was prepared to make room for 
liiiu ; but lie thonglit no such person had 
come forward on that occasion. His most 
material interests were firmly rooted in Cron> 
well, where he had decided to remain for a 
lifetime. For hig o\vn sake, therefore, even 
were he actuated by no other motive, he 
would be impelled to do his best for tho wel- 
fare of the place. But otliov motives besides 
interested ones would guide him in dealing 
with matters affecting the welfare of the rate- 
payers : ho lia<l been identified with Cram- 
well from its earliest settlement : the town 
had grown up, as it wore, under his own 
observation, and with, in some measure, his 
assistance. Therefore, all these circumshinces 
combined to make him anxioiia that the tomi 
should continue to advance and improve. 
To this end he would, if elected, honestly 
and faithfully devote hi.s best energies. — In 
reply to a question put by Mr Barry, the 
candidate said he had no intention of going 
Home : he had a sulficient stake in the dis- 
trict to prevent his leaving it readily. Seve- 
ral other que.stions having been put and re- 
plied to, ]\Ir Shanly said, in coucliiaion, that 
his election rested entirely with the rate- 
payers : if tliey approved of him, and he was 
returned, lie wotild be found a zealous and 
triLstworthy represe ntative. 

Mr Conncllan remarked that he, too, held 
a large interest in the district: he was not 
one of those wlio would be here to-da^^ .and 
away to morrow. He avas well and, ho be- 
lieved, favourably known to many of tlioso 
present, and to the ratepayers in the Ward 
generally ; and if they deemed him worthy 
of looking after the municipal good of Crom- 
well, he felt sure such a view w'oiild not be 
an erroneous one. Any trust devolving ujmn 
him would ho carefully attended to. He 
liad tho beneficial improvement of the town 
at heart ; and, if elected, w'ould do his utter- 
most to piwc that their confidence had not 
been misplaced. 

A show of hands was taken, which resulted 
as follows : — Shanly, 10 ; Conncllan, 2. Mr 
Conncllan demaTuled a poll, "wliicli was fixed 
to take place to-day (Tuesday, August 1). , 

Mr Fr,aer, in i-etumiiig timnks, said that 
his unopposed return showed that he had 
acquired tho confidence of the ratepayers. 
At the request of the leading men in the 
Ward, he liad come forward to represent the 
interests of the Municipality generally, and 
he would devote liis best energies to the pro- 
gression of the toivn. Cromwell, ho thought, 
was entitled to hold a first-class place among 
the Otago municipalities. With regard to a 
water supply for the town, ho was prepared 
to support such measures as would be best 
adapted to afford an abundance of pure and 
clean water ; he thought a premium might bo 
given to the person who produced the most 
feasible and pmcticable sdiemo for this pui^ 
pose. Ho had lieard it mentioned tliat a 
third Ward was necessaiy, and he quite coin- 
ci<lcd with the proposal. Tlic matter avas 
one wliich ought to be brought before the 
Municipal Council, and they should bo urged 
to memorialise tho Superintendent respecting 
it. Ho W.A3 of opinion that Cromwell should 
be made the mail tcniiimis from Dunedin iu- 
.stoad of Clyde ; for a great piiblic benefit 
would be conferred upon the Cromwell dis- 
trict, while, at the same time, it could not in i 
any way be Imrtfnl to tlie interests of Ci}^de. 
If a petition bearing upon this matter were | 
got up, and signed by the residenta of the ; 
Cromwell, Wakatip, and Mount Ida districts, : 
he believed it would be favourably considered | 
by the Govermiicnt. Tlio bridle-track to ! 
Quartz Tlccf Point ivas a work of gieat im- | 
pnr Lance, and lie should endeavour to get it i 
hegun as soon aa possible. Tliere w'crc many , 
nthor things in connection with the district 
wdiich he would not take up their time by 
dwelling upon ; but he could o-saure them lie 
would rlo Ilia beat todoservo their confidence, 
lie again thanked them for the honour they 
had conferred on him. 

Messrs J. A. ITtESHAW and 1. Wutoiit 
wore again re-clccted Auditors for the ensu- 
ing year. 

A vote of thanks to the Mayor, Mr W, 
Smltliam, for liis valuable services in tho 
hlunicipal Chair during the pa.st, year termi- 
nated the proccccjiiigs.
